Peanuts. 


Three million two hundred thousand 
bushels of peanuts are consumed in this 
country every year. They come chiefly 
from Virginia and North Carolina, 
altbough Tennessee also produces a small 
crop. Peanuts are planted at corn-plant- 
ing time. Each kernel produces a running 
vine, like crab grass, and each root pro- 
duces about twenty pods. When ripe, 
the plow is ran through the loamy soil ona 
dry day, just before frost. The nuts are 
dried and shocked up like corn to keep dry 
before housing. When marketed, they go 
toa cleaner, where they are put through 
steam power machines and polished, after 
which they are graded according to size 
and variety. This year there is but two- 
thirds of acrop, and they are higher in 
price than since 1884. The crop begins to} 
come into the market about the first of 
September. The Virginia nut is the 
largest and finest. The Wilmington is a 
smaller sort, and the Spanish nut, a still 
smaller variety, is one whose kernels peel 


perfectly clean, thus making it valuable 
for confectionery—New York Evening 
Post.

Death of Peter Butler. 


Hon. Peter Butler, until a few years ago 
a resident of Quincy, died on Sunday at 
his residence in Boston, aged 74 years. 

Mr. Butler was born in Oxford, Mass., 
but for many years resided in Quincy in 
one of the oldest mansions in the country. 
He commenced his business career as a 
clerk in the once well-known hardware 
honse of Proctor, Palmer & Felt, at the 
of Merchants row and Chatham 
street, Boston, nearly half a century ago. 
He married the daughter of the senior 
member of the firm, ‘* Deacon” J. C. 
Proctor, and when the financial crisis of 
IS37-38 came, the firm dissolved. Deacon 
Proctor rallied fiom the effects of the cri- 
sis, and, recognizing the superior business 
ability of his son-in-law, a new firm was 
formed under the style of Proctor & But- 
ler, occupying the store at No. 89 State 
street. In 1845 Proctor & Butler were 
among the principal shippers of goods to 
the then almost unknown territories of the 
“Great West.” When in time Deacon 
Proctor retired from business, bonored 
and ata ripe old age, Mr. Butler, with the 
two principal clerks, formed a new busi- 
ness firm, known as Butler, Keith & Hill. 
Mr. Batler was subsequently at the head of 
the firms of Butler, Sise & Co. and Butler, 
Johnson & Co,

The career of Mr. Butler was that of a 
merchant and business man rather than a 
politician, Still, he had been in the conn- 
cils of one or the other of the two conserva- 
tive parties for 40 years or more. So long 
as Daniel Webster lived Mr. Butler was 
known as a Whig and was an intimate per- 
sonal friend of the Marshfield statesman. 
Upon the dissolution of the whig party he 
joined the Democratic party. While in 
Quincy Mr. Butler's family was very 
prominent in Christ’s chureb. Mr. Butler 
leaves a widow, one son and daughters. 

The funeral was held Tuesday afternoon 
from St. Paul's church, Boston, and was 
largely attended by business men. Kev, 
John S, Lindsay, D. D, conducted the 
services, 

The pall-bearers were John Quincy 
Adams, Franklin Haven, Henry M. Whit- 
ney, Sir Roderick W. Cameron of New 
York, Benjamin F, Stevens, E. Pierson 
Beebe, E. V. R. Thayer and Dr. J. A.

From impurity of the blood slight wounds 
prove serious, fester, mortify, and often 
prove fatal. Sir Astley Cooper, M. D., re- 
lates the case of a powerful healthy looking 
drayman, who had suffered an injury in 
his finger from a small splinter. The 
wound appeared of a trifling nature but he 
died from it. Speaking of the danger, at- 
tending surgical operations upon those who 
habitually use liquor, Dr, Edwards says 
they can never undergo the wost trifling 
operation with the security of the temper- 
ate. They almost invariably die under it. 
Life insurance tables show that a temper- 
ate person’s chance of living at 20 is 49.2 
years, at 20 is 36.5 years, etc., 
temperate person’s chance of living at 20 is 
15.6 years, at 30, is 13.8 years, ete. Even 
the moderate use of alcohol is dangerous, 
as it establishes a craving for more of it 
and demands a constantly increasing dose 
to induce former effects. For some years 
| past there has been an inclination to give 
up the use of whiskey, and other strong 
alcoholic drinks and to use beer and other 
compounds as substitutes. This is evi- 
dently founded on the idea that beer is not

In Canning Time. | 


It may be news to some young housewife 
that boiling fruit may be poured intoa 
jar without the slightest danger to the glass 
if only it be set on a folded cloth which has 
been wet with cold water. 

The old custom of using a silver spoon as 
a conductor for the heat prevails in many 
households still, but the wet cloth is 
simpler. The filling of jars may be greatly 
expedited by the use of a grocer’s tunnel, 
and a smal! milk-dipper is the best thing 
for ladling out the hot fruit or syrup. The 
use of such little conveniences renders can- 
ning much less fatiguing, and, indeed, it is 
& process uot without interest where success 
usually results, 

The best and easiest way to cover jellies 
is to pour melted paraffine over them when 
they are quite cold. This hardens at once, 
when a piece of brown paper may be tied 
over the glass to keep out the dust. 

The cake of paraffine may be easily lifted 
off when the jellie is used, and if washed 
and put away can be melted over again to 
serve the same purpose another year, 

Paraftine is a clear white wax which is 
absolutely tasteless, and thie method of 
treating jellies has been tried many times 
by the writer, who recommends it unhesi- 
tatingly. 

Its use was first suggested by a chemist, 
who once saw his wife laboriously cutting 
little rounds of white paper and dipping 
them in brandy for the tops of her jellies. 
One trial was sufficient to prove its value 
as a time-saver, and she did not hesitate to 
publish her discovery for the benefit of 
others.— Harper's Bazar.

Heavy, hot 
roasts of beef or mutton may often be 
discarded on a warm summer's day for|

Fie h, ripe, perfect, raw fruit is safe and 
healthful at all seasons of the year, and 
amid the ravages of disease, whether epi- 
demic, endemic, or sporadic, general, 
special or local, Under proper restrictions 
as tc quantity, such fruits as named will 
cure diarrhces, aid in removing a colic, | 
cold, fever, or any other disease whose | 
treatment requires the bowels to be kept 
freely open; for this effect fresh ripe fruit 
is acknowledged to have the requisite pro- 
perties; but to be used advantageously in 
health and disease, the following rules 
are imperative: Fruit should be eaten} 
ripe, raw, fresh and perfect. It should be 
eaten in moderation. It should be eaten 
no later than four o'clock in tbe afternoon. 
No water or fluid of any description 
should be swallowed within an hour afcer 
eating fruit. To have its full beneficial 
effect, nothing else should be eaten at the 
time fruitistaken, It is to the neglect of 
these observances that erroneous impres- 
sions prevail in many families, and to an 
extent too, in some instances, that the 
most luscious peach or apple, or bunch of 
grapes is regarded as that much embodied 
cholera and death.—Journal of Health.

Leave stems of generous lengtb, and be 
careful not to get your hands too full. 
The temptation of abundince is one to be 
strongly guarded against. Put the stalks 
a wide-mouthed jar, letting 
them hang over in graceful curves. If you 
wish to keep them green, set the jarin a 
dark, airy place, aud leave it undisturbed 
fora week. To make them bright golden 
yellow, let them wilt for 12 hours, then 
set them where they will get the full san- 
blaze and the dew. If you want wreaths 
and garlands of them, braid the flexible 
stems together, taking care to choose the 
featheriest sorts, and hang them inside 
the glass of a south window to dry. 

When you go after ferns to mix with 
them, take a book made by folding news- 
papers In four and tacked and cut. Have 
a cardboard, witix 
tapes for tying at the outer edge. Choose 
only the most graceful stalks and get as 
much variety as possible. As they are 
gathered, pin them flat against a leaf of 
your book. Do not lap one fern on an- 
other and let two thicknesses of paper 
come betwixt each layer of leaves. When 
the book is full, take it out of the cover 
and let itdry under weight. If you have 
not time for that, lay thick paper over 
each fern-filled leaf and press dry with 
very hot irons. Thus treated they keep 
color wonderfully, A wreath of them, 
half on, half off, a mirror whose frame 
you have enameled, silvered or gilded, 
makes a thing of beauty out of something 
that was commonplace.

Asbury Park, N. J. 


Being a delegate to the National Edito- 
rial Convention, held at Asbury Park, one 
of the fashionable summer resorts on the 
New Jersey shore, we presume that many 
of the readers of the Patriot would be 
pleased to know something about the 
place. 

It is situated between New York and 
Philadelphia, about fifty miles from the 
former city, and has excellent railroad 
accommodations, It was of little value 
unti! within the last quarter of a century ; 
the land being of a light sandy soil. The 
whole assessed value in 1869 was but 
$15,000 ; but it took a stuart in 1870 through 
the effurts of Mr, James A. Bradley, and 
has grown quite rapidly of late, and uow 
has a valuation of over $2,000,000. 

In 1870, Mr. Bradley purchased the 
tract, some 500 or more acres and laid it 
out with wide streets, crossing each other 
at right angles; thos running towards 
the ocean are from one to two hundred 
feet wide. Many have in the centre, beds 
of flowers and plants, The city is nearly 
surrounded by water,—on the north and 
south by beautiful lakes and on the east by 
the Atlantic ocean. 

Along the beach the whole length of the 
city, there is a broad plank walk with 
numerous seats which gives the visitors a 
chance to promenade by the side of old 
ocean, or sit down and watch the antics of 
the batbers. 

There are 2,500 bath houses in Asbury 
Park, and many persons can be seen 
daily enjoying a surf-bath. The waves 
along the shore in this vicinity are very 
large, and the undertow is often very 
strong, and to prevent fatal accidents 
many large cables are extended from the 
shore out one hundred feet or more, which 
most of the bathers cling to, and the waves 
often roll over their heads. The beaches 
are free from stones and grass and are 
covered with yellow sand. 

There are many large and beautiful 
hotels in the city, most of them near the 
shore; they can accommodate 20,000 to 
39,000 guesis, and in the height of the 
season are well patronized. There is 
an electric street line that run cars around 
the city every few minutes, which makes 
it very convenient for the citizens and the 
guests at the There are eight 
eburch edifices, a fine public library, and 
other public buildings, besides many hand- 
some private residences, 

Ocean Grove joins Asbury Park and is 
so closely connected it is difficult for a 
stranger to tell where Asbury Park leaves 
off, or Ocean Grove commences. The 
Methodists hold large religious meetings 
in this latter place each season. They have 
just completed a large auditorium, with a 
sealing capacity of nearly seven thousand,

THE EDITORIAL CONVENTION 


Opened its session on Monday morning 
and continued nearly throughout the 
week—two or three sessions daily. There 
were about 360 delegates present, repre- 
sepling every State inthe Uuion. Many 
of the editors had their wives or daughters 
with them, making in all about eight 
hundred persons, but they were all easily 
and pleasantly accommodated at

President Walter Williams of the Co- 


lumbia Missouri Herald called the associa- 
lion to order, and after a prayer by Rev. 
W. A. Allen, a hearty welcome was tended 


the convention by John A. Githens, of 


Asbury Park, chairman of the reception 
committee. President 
brilliant and timely address in response. 
At this juncture and by special request 
the band played * Plantation Melodies,” 
to the great delight of the southern dele- 
gations, 

A. C, Baylis of Illinois then delivered an 
excellent paper on the Libel Laws. 

Hon. Thomas L. James of New York, 
who served as postmaster-general under 
Grant, and a second term under Hayes and 
was also called to the cabinet of President 
Arthur, delivered an able address on ‘ Pos- 
tal Progress.” It was historical and 
reminiscent in character, full of fine sug- 
gestions and acute criticisms. 

After a few five minute speeches the 
convention adjourned to the evening ses- 
sion, at which meeting some 3000 persons 
had the pleasure of listening to the inim- 
itable Joe Howard of the New York 
Recorder, The veteran journalist was on 
fire with patriotism and love for news 
paperdom and the common schools. His 
pleasant reminiscences of the civil war 
were eagerly received. For over an hour 
he held the audience, who reluctantly let 
him conclude. 

On Tuesday there were many excellent 
addresses, among the number was an able 
paper by Geo, M. Whitaker of the New 
England Farmer. He emphasized four 
principles: ‘Get all the news possible; 
bustle for more; present it attractively; 
order is heaven's first law; it is the editor's 
second law. Do not publish nothings 
in order to keep up a department.” 

Another fine paper was read by Chas. J. 
McPherson of the South Framingham 
Tribune. It was on the “ Business Depart- 
ment’’ of a Newspaper office. He said it 
dominated all the others. The editor 
must have the cooperation of all depart- 
ments; in brief he must look after every 
department of the business. The ideal 
business manager should be a good editor. 
He was advised not to run a dead ad. in 
his paper, nor giveaway good advertising 
space in lieu of free tickets for entertain- 
ments. He should keep a bank account 
and save discounts whenever he could. 
Short accounts make long friends, and 
prevent misunderstanding. Make a paper 
for the million instead of the 400 if you 
want your paper to pay. Though education 
is to be desired, good horse sense is better. 

Another excellent paper was read by R. 
W. Waterman of the Athol Chronicle, on 
“Do Premiums Pay?” He said it was an 
illogical error, and premiums cid not really 
pay. Valuable space is taken up, and 
much fiee advertising given. He hoped 
the time would speedily come when all 
papers would go back to the old style 
custom of printing the news and on that 
ground alone build up their subscription 
list. 

T. L. Pratt of the Rockville Journal, 
Conn., read a valuable paper on “ Fair 
Prices for Job Work.’ Printers do too 
much work and get too little pay for it. 
This ought not to be, and would not, if 
printers would pay attention to the cost 
of their material and labor and establish a 
fixed basis for estimating wheir charges. 
Each job should bear its proportion of in- 
terest on the expense and cost of plant. 
Do no job at a loss; let it go. 

On Wednesday, the Fourth of July, no 
sessions were held, but the editors were 
invited to visit the battle grounds at Free- 
hold. A special train of twelve cars had 
been provided and the most of the gentle- 
men With their ladies accepted, and passed 
the day pleasantly. In the evening they 
bad the plecsure of seeing a most magnifi- 
cent display of fireworks. The finest. that 
had ever been seen at Asbury Park. After 
a few balloons, fire of all colors of the 
spectrum was Lurnt along Sunset lake. 
Scores of pieces were placed on floats and 
tbe aquatic effects were very beautiful. 
Fountains spouted fire-spray. Sea serpents 
writhed in agony. Flying fish dropped to 
the surface of the lake, and there chased 
each other until they, loudly sizzing, went 
out into darkness. The most beautiful of al) 
of this part of the programme was the fire 
fountains, throwing streams of variegated 
colors from the lake. From Atlantic 
‘Square was thrown some of the finest 
rockets and bombs we ever saw. They 
were imported from Japan. For shooting 
them into the air, heavy iron mortars 


were used.

Metropolitan Park. 


Quincy was represented Monday at the 
hearing of the commissioners to apportion 
the Metropolitan park assessments by 
Mayor Hodges and City Solicitor Blackmur. 
There was a large array of legal talent 
present, most of the cities and towns being 
represented and also the Metropolitan 
Park Commission. 

Felix Rackemann, for the latter, outlined 
the case stating that the question involved 
is one of taxation and sinking funds, since 
the act of 1893 contemplates the establish- 
ment of sinking funds, to which the cities 
and towns affected are to contribute, and 
which will in the course of 40 years reim- 
burse the State for its expenditures now. 
The scale and proportidn of assessments 
remains fixed after being settled for five 
years, whatever the requirements in the 
matter of appropriations now unforeseen 
by the park commission may be. He 
pointed out that by amendment this year 
of the act of 1893 there is no limitation 
placed upon the amount that may be ex- 
pended by the park commission in the 
acquirement and preservation of the park 
system in the metropolitan district. 

The provisions of the numerous statutes 
under which the park commission exercises 
its authority, namely, the original park act 
of 1893, the boulevard act, the Revere 
Beach act and the Charles River act, were 
explained. By the first $1,000,000 was 
appropriated, a considerable portion of 
which has been spent; by the boulevard act 
of 1894, $500,000 was appropriated under 
which nothing has as yet been done; the 
same is true of the $300,000 appropriated 
by the Charles River act, while the amount 
appropriated by the so-ca!led Revere Beach 
act, $500,000, was simply an addition to the 
original $1,000,000 given and was not to be 
| spent specifically for the improvement of 
Revere Beach alone. 

He explained that the park commission 
had done certain things under the park 
act, but that nothing could be definitely 
forecast as to what lands are to be taken in 
the future, or as to the prospects of the 
ultimate cost even of those already taken. 
He admitted that the problem to be solved 
by this board is a much more difficult one 
than that which confronted a similar board 
which a few years ago assessed the cost of 
the construction of the metropolitan sewer 
upon the municipalities affected. 

City Solicitor Blackmur, in common with 
most of the solicitors who spoke, urged an 
adjournment of the hearing for several 
months, until plans and specifications 
could be submitted by the Metropolitan 
Park Commissioners as to all the takings 
and the proposed boulevards. He consider- 
ed it unfair to all, to apportion the assess- 
ments now. In the case of Quincy the 
land taken was in the outskirts, from three 
to six miles from City Hall, and in the 
quarry region. With a bouleward making 
it assessible, it would be one thing, but 
otherwise quite another, 

The solicitors were anxious to learn 
whether the cost shall be assessed propor- 
tionate as to population, valuation or upon 
the basis of actual and direct benefit to the 
several cities and towns. These are the 
Whether a city or 
town whick bas no park within its limits, 
should be obliged to pay an equally pro- 
portionate part of the expenses of the 
metropolitan park system with those cities 
and towns which are directly affected by 
their territory being directly contiguous to 
the park system, so that values will be 
benefitted. 

One suggested that it may turn out that 
the simplest and most just way of settling 
this matter will be to consider this whole 
districtas one great metropolitan city so 
far as park purposes are concerned, assess 
the expenses uponthe basis of valuation 
or population, but there was some objection 
to this. 

It was urged that there could be no 
harm and no delay of any embarrassment 
in postponing this hearing, because the 
state treasurer will not send out his war- 
rants calling for the contributions of the 
cities and towns before next June anyhow. 
Meantime there will be an opportunity for

RANDOLPH, HoLBRroox, Avon, Stough- 
ton and even Brockton may be classed 
among the fortunate towns and cities, not 
being liable to an assessment for the 
Metropolitan Park Reservations. Several 
acres were taken from Randolph however 
for the Blue Hill's reservation, and it loses 
taxable property, but the town borders on 
it for two or three miles,—for a longer dis- 
tance in fact than does Quincy—and in 
addition to this the Randolph turnpike to 
Boston passes directly through the centre 
of the reservation, making it very accessible 
to all the towns mentioned above. An 
electric car line from Brockton, through 
Avon and Randolph, bas its terminus 
within a mile of the reservation, and 
doubtless will be continued, 

The cities and towns included in the 
park system are Boston, Cambridge, Chel- 


sea, Everett, Lynn, Malden, Medford, 
Newton, Quincy, Somerville, Waltham, 


Arlington, Belmont, Braintree, Brookline, 
Canton, Dedham, Dover, Hingham, Hull, 
Hyde Park, Melrose, Milton, Needham, 
Nahant, Revere, Saugus, Stoneham, 
Swampscott, Wakefield, Watertown, Wes- 
ton, Weymouth, Winchester and Winthrop. 

Some of the towns are near One reserva- 
tion and some another, but towns like 
Hull, Hingham, Weymouth and Dover 
will not be benefitted as much as others 
not included. The district should be en- 
larged that the assessments may not only 
be smaller but more equitable.

Struck by Lightning. 


There was some doubt expressed Satur- 
day as to whether the building of W. H. 
Doble company was struck by lightning or 
whether it originated from some other 
cause. There is no doubt, however, but 
that lightning did the business as an 
Italian woman who lives in the vicinity 
says that she saw the bolt enter the build- 
ing through the skylight. 

The room where the most of the fire was 
is what is known as the currant room, and 
besides the machinery there was a large 
quantity of cartoons, all of which are more 
or less damaged if not spviled. 

The second floor is occupied by the 
Granite Cutters’ National union, Clan 
McGregor, Sons of St. George, Baptist- 
American society, Quincy Literary and 
Debating society and the Ward Three Ke- 
publican committee. 

As soon as the occupants of these rooms 
arrived at the fire they armed themselves 
with brooms and swept the water out as 
fast as it fell. 
considerably and kept the water 
going down into the grocery and dry goods 
departments, 

The fire originated in the currant manu- 
factory, in the section on Water street. An 
alarm was promptly given from Box 37 on 
the same corner. 

In a few moments four hydrant streams 
were being poured on the building. The 
steamer was at the corner of Franklin and 
School street, but was not in commission. 

Two streams were taken to the back of 
the building, one of which was taken to 
the roof and the other sent up the 
elevator. On Franklin street a stream was 
taken up the stairway into the hall, and a 
fourth stream was senton the roof fiom 
Water street, 

A second alarm was 
followed by the box number—and all the 
apparatus responded inside of half an hour 
in the following order: West Quincy hose, 
Quincy Point hose, Wollaston hose and 
Atlantic combination. 

The police were promptly at work and a 
rope wasrun across Water street on the 
west side of Franklin street and across 
Franklin street on the north side of Water 
street, 

The streams were well directed, and the 
stubborn fire was quencbed in quick order, 
the all-out signal being sounded in just 
half an hour. 

The outward appearance of the building 
does not indicate that it is much burned, 
the fire loss being mostly in the currant 
manufactory. The water damage on all 
floors is heavy.

New Catholic Cemetery. 

Mr. Herbert T. Whitman, when seen 
in regard to the reported sale of land at 
Quincy woods to the Catholic parish, said: 
It is true that the land, about 70 acres, has 
been sold, and that the price was about $50,- 
000; but, as far as he knew, the Catholic 
parish did not appear in the transaction, 

The land was sold to a syndicate of 
Quincy gentlemen represented by Mr. John 
Cashman, and that was all he knew about 
it. What the syndicate proposed to do 
with the property he knew nothing. 

An effort was made to see Mr. Cashman, 
but ashe is a very busy man he is hard 
to find. 

The new Catholic cemetery at Houghs 
Neck will not be under the direction of the 
church but will be owned by a corporation, 
and the purpose is to make it one of the 
finest in New England. It will probably 
become the resting places of the Catholic 
dead, not only for Quincy, but for South 
Boston, Dorchester, Milton, Braintree and 
elsewhere. 

A historian says this sale is the second 
transfer for cash that has ever been made 
of this land, the first being from the Cod- 
dington heirs to the Adamses. 

On the fourteenth of December, 1635, we 
find the following: ‘“‘It is agreed by 
general consent that Mr. W. Colburne, Mr. 
W. Aspinwall, Mr. Sampford, W, Balstone 
and Richard Wright shall in behalf of the 
town, go and take view at Mount Wollas- 
ton, and bound out there what may be 
sufticient for Mr. William Coddington and 
Edmund Quincey to bave for their par- 
ticular farm there; and accordingly as they 
five or four of them shall agree upon to 
stand, and the same to be entered in this 
book.”’ 

Immediately after this comes the fol- 
lowing: —‘‘ Item, it is agreed that all the 
allotments at Mount Woilaston shall be 


set out by Mr. Coddington, William Col- 
burne, William Aspinwall, Edmund 
Quincy and Richard Wright, or some 


four of them; and that every allotment 
shall have a convenient proporticn of 
meadow thereunto, according to their 
number of cattle that have the same,” 

Many grants contained from two to five 
hundred acres such as tLose given to 
Coddington, Wilson, Quincy, Hutchinson 
aud Wheelwright. John Winthrop, Jr., 
and others, in 1644, received a graut of 
three thousand acres for the 
mentof iron works.

How to Clean Jewelry, 


Nearly every one wears more or less jew- 
elry, and the majority of those who wear 
it send it to a jeweller to be cleaned when 
tarnished. Because of the expense thus 
incurred many continue wearing jewelry 
thatis really unfit to wear. Especially is 
this true in hot weather, when the best of | 
jewelry will tarnish readily, because of the} 
heat and perspiration from the body, Ear- 
rings and rings, even watches, upless car- 
ried in a chamois skin bag, will readily 
tarnish. ‘The jeweller must seta price, and 
sometimes he sets it pretty high. 

No one need weur tarnished jewelry, and 
no one need take her jewelry to be cleaned. 
1 have a friend whose husband has been a 
practical jeweller for more than twenty 
years. One day while I was calling upon 


her she took off her rings—not a single} 


plain gold band among them, but all of 
them containing stones of rare value—and 
threw them into her wash bowl. I asked 
her what she was about to do, and she said 
she was going to clean her jewelry. 

She poured a smal! quantity of water in- 
to the bow], then added ammonia until the 
solution was very strong, and then, with an 
old tooth brush, she scrubbed her jewels, 
dried them with a towel, and drew little 
pieces of cotton around the settings, to 
thoroughly dry them where the towel could 
not reach.

How to Repair Parasols, 


The majority of women have stored 
away in some neglected corner one or more 
dilapidated parasols, If these superanu- 
ated relics are sent to the manufacturers to 
be re-covered they will cost as much asa 
new one. ‘To recover them at home isa 
simple matter and can be performed by 
any one with average ability. The first 
step is to measure the parasol to find out 
the quantity of material required. To 
ascertain this measure the lowest and 
largest part, taking half the given height, 
with half of one of the quarters for the 
amount required. Supposing tbat your 
parasol measures three full yards around, 
the silk needed will be half that quantity, 
or one and a half yards; adding half of 
one of the pieces, about one and three- 
quarters. Having obtained the length, 
measure through the center of one of the 
sections, that is, from top to bottom, and 
the number of inches gives the required 
width. 

Remove the cover carefully, so as not to 
draw it out of shape, for much depend. 
upon this. Select 
the best one fora pattern, and cut from 


Rip the sections apart. 


the material as many pieces as are required. 
These pieces must be laid horizontally upon 
the goods, the broadest part at the selvage, 
alternating from side to side in order to

day for this work and when the ice is low. 
All the articles of food are taken out and 
placed in a cool place, and the ice is wrapped 
ina woolen cloth, She then takes out the 
chambers, shelves and ice rack and washes 
them thoroughly with soap and water—a 
little ammouia in the water will soften it, 
The shelves and rack must be well- wiped 
dry and then it is a good thing to place 
them in the open air. Wash the inside of 
the refrigerator well with ammonia and 
water, using a pointed stick to go into the 
crevices. Wipe every part well with a 
dry cloth and leave al! the doors and lids 
open until the inside is perfectly dry. Vine 
gar and water will take any stainsoff the 
zine. To keep a refrigerator sweet, food 
that has the least tendency to spoil should 
not be placed in it. Take care that the in- 
side is well aired and thoroughly dry before 
replacing the shelves and racks and putting 
back the ice. Never put anything warm 
into the refrigerator, it is ‘sure to injure 
some sensitive article Don't let 
the refrigerator be without ice. Keep it in 
a cool place away from fire and sun.— Vew 
York Mail and Express.

DIPHTHERIA. 

We have been asked to write an article 
on diphtheria, and the disease is such a 
fatal one that we choose it as our subject 
for discussion this week, It is one of 
those maladies that have evoked much in- 
terest and controversy among medical men, 
who are apt to smile at the many attempts 
of laymen, who, in writing to the press, 
advance in the most dogmatic manner 
some of their own pet theories as to its 
history, development and origin, 
not say much more than this:

tion, Then comes on the sore throat, and 
examination of the part reveals a greyish

The patches may extend 
down the wind-pipe (diphtheric croup) or 
upwards into the passages of the nose. 
Next the glands of the neck become swol 
len aud tender and respiration aud swallow 
ing difficult or impossible. The malady is 
often mistaken for quinsy, or vice versa; 
but its epidemic form becomes a guide. 
The temperature only reaches its maximum 
in three to four days, and in true diph- 
theria the throat patches have a peculiar 
ashen-grey color extending to the pharynx, 
aud comes on again if removed. 


Is It CONTAGIOUS? 


It is quite clear that it is, and the con 


tagious matter may be carried far and 


near. The bacillus is found in the sputa 
and other excretions, and cling about the 
patient and his surroundings long after 
the throat is healed. Children should be 
kept from school for at least a month after 
the throat trouble has passed.

Tandem Kite 


Here's something new for the boys, and 
the PArriot expects to see kites flying tan 
dem in this city within a week. William 
A. Eddy of Bergin Point, N. J., is on Blue 
Hill and announced the first of a series of 
experiments with kites to begin Fiiday, to 
obtain the directions of currents in 
this vicinity as compared with Bergin 
Point. 

The Malay tailless kites, which are used 
are especially made for the purpose ot 
reaching a height of 5000 feet, with kites 
of from 10 to 24 inchesin diameter. These 
kites are tlown tandem, one above another, 
and are all held from one line at the earth, 
and, since they are tailless, there is no en- 
tanglement of one string with another, 


air 


The tendency of the string to sag is 
checked by the addition of other kites 
which exert great lifting power owing to 
their almost vertical which for 
about 100 feet leads from the main line up 
to each kite. 

In this way, using large kites, from two 
to six feet in diameter, an attitude of 5460 
feet was reached with nine kites flown 
from one line at Bergen Pvint on Nov. 7, 
1893. 

An attempt is about to be made to attain 
an altitude of 5000 feet with small kites at 
Blue Hill, and if this sueceeds then this 
small tandem line will be sent aloft at Ber- 
gen Point in advance of the large kites 
which reached 5460 feet in November, 
thus making a total height of 10,090 feet, 

The lighter cord and smaller kites are 
flown aloft first, and the heavier cord and 
larger kites near the earth’s surface. The 
object of these experiments is to so perfect 
the system of tandem kite flying that self- 
recording meteorological instruments can

be lifted to a great height. - 
Every thunder storm sends its dark 


clouds into the upper air first, and it is 
believed by Mr. Eddy that advance move- 
ments in the air can be discovered that 
will be of use in the elaborate researches 
of the New England Meteorological Society, 
which has made a collection of thunder 
storm data not excelled in the world.

Water Mains. 


The communication of Mayor Hodges to 
the City Council Tuesday evening, endors- 
ing the request of the Water Board for an 
additional appropriation for extension of 
mains, was as follows : 

E. W. H. Bass, Esq., President of City 
Council. 

Sim:—I enclcse a communication from 
the Board of Water Commissioners calling 
attention to the need of further extension 
of the water pipes of the city. I have 
given the same my careful attention and 
have come to the following conclusions. 

Ist. There are many people in the 
settled parts of the city who bave been for 
a long time trying urgently, but unsuccess- 
fully, to have the water put into their 
houses. In case the pipes are extended 
into their neighborhood, an immediate in- 
come from water rates will result, which 
will exceed the interest on the cost, as the 
current rate at which the city can borrow 
is very low. Better protection against fire 
will also be afforded. 

2od. I am satisfied that there is a posi- 
tive necessity of furnishing work for many 
of the unemployed. The Granite business, 
the main stay of our city, has not yet 
shown the expected recovery from depres 
sion, the summer is rapidly passing by and 
winter is approaching. A considerable ex- 
tension of the water pipe would provide 
labor for those who are anxious Lo work, 
and would be of great benefit indirectly to 
all our citizens, Nearly all the money 
paid out for labor will remain here and 
will circulate from hand to hand. 

3rd. In addition to the fact that water 
pipe is very cheap at present, I have be- 
come convinced that the labor lately em 
ployed by the Commissioners has been of a 
better class than that of other years, and 
that more work is being done for the same 
money. 

For these considerations, then, supply- 
ing water to those who actually need it, 
furnishing employment to those who must 
have it, and a saving to the city by doing 
the work this year, I ask the Council to 
appropriate, if it can be legally done, the 
sum of thirty thousand dollars ( #30,000 ) 
for the extersion of the water pipes of the 
city.

from the other towns in the district would 
not give the nomination to Wyman, It is 
not thought he will be a factor this year. 

The nomination will lie between Messrs. 
Darling and Powers, The former has been 
a member of the House this year and last, 
this year occupying the position of chair- 
man of the railroad committee. In 1591 
and 1802 Mr. Powers represented Hyde 
Park in the House. He was defeated for a 
third nomination by Mr. Darling, after one 
of the hottest fights the town bas ever bad. 
That was in the fall of 1892, when Hon. 
Henry Cabot Lodge was candidate for the 
United State Senate and Hon, William E. 
Barrett was also alleged to be a candidate. 
Mr. Powers was a strong Barrett man and 
the fight was wade against him on that 
issue. Both men are shrewd and sharp 
politicians who know what they want and 
are not ashamed to hustle for it. It is 
likely that whichever gets the Hyde Park 
delegates will receive the nomination. It 
is said that in Weymouth and Quincy there 
is a very friendly feeling toward Powers,

RASPBERRY Ice. Four cups water, two 
cups raspberry juice, two cups sugar, two 
lemons—the juice alone. Mix the juice of 
the raspberries and lemons with the sugar, 
and let them stand foran hour. Strain 
through a wire sieve, add the water and 
freeze. 


Raspperry Cake FILLinG. Beat 
stiff the whites of three eggs, adding gradu- 
ally half a cup of powdered sugar. Spread 
the lowest layer of the cake with this, and 
strew thickly with raspberries. Proceed 
in the same way with each successive layer, 
sprinkling powdered sugar over the berries 
on top of the cake, 


BLack RASPBERRY SHoRT-CAKE. Four 
cups flour, two tablespoonful butter, two 
cups milk, one egg, half teaspoonful salt, 
two teaspoonsful baking powder, half cup 
sugar, one quart berries, M.x the salt and 
baking powder with the flour, rab in the 
butter and add the milk and beaten egg. 
Roll this dough into a sheet half an inch 
thick, and spread with it the bottom of a 
greased baking tin. Cover it with the 
berries, sugar them liberally, and lay over 
these another sheet of dough a little 
thinner than the lowercrust. Bake ina 
steady oven; cut in squares, and eat hot 
with butter and sugar. 


RASPBERRY VINEGAR. Mash five quarts 
of raspberries, black or red, in a large 
crock, and cover them with genuine cider 
vinegar. Let them stand in the sun twelve 
hours and keep at night in a cool place. 
Stir several times during the day. Strain, 
put five quarts of fresh berries in the Jar; 
pour the strained yinegar over these; mash 
the berries and let them stand twenty-four 
hours longer. Strain, measure, and to 
each quart of the liquid allow one pint of 
water and three pounds of sugar. Cook, 
stirring steadily, until the sugar is dis 
solved, removing the scum as it

Warmth of Clothing, 


Clothing possesses no warmth in itself, 
but, as it is a more or less poor conductor 
of heat, it prevents the escape of the 
bodily warmth. Woolen fabrics contain a 
large quantity of air entangled in their 
meshes, which being a poor conductor of 
heat, adds considerably to the warmth of 
clothing made from them, In hot weather 
we wear light cotton or linen clothing, so 
as to allow as much of the bodily heat to 
escape as possible, There is a prejudice in 
favor of light-colored clothing for summer 
wear, but it is hardly based on scientific 
grounds. Dark-colored cloth 
radiator, allowing the bodily heat to escape 
freely, while white clothing absorbs less of 
the heat radiated directly from the sun.

Therefore to dress scientifically in summer, 


one should wear dark clothing ip the 
shade and light clothing when exposed to 
the sun's rays. Practically, the matter of 
appearance is the only one to be considered, 
as the warmth or coolness of clothing is

The State Boafd to investigate the Sub- 
ject of the Unemployed wishes to secure 
information in regard to the conditions of 
employment in the principal trades and 
industrial occupations in the vicinity of 
Boston during the past year. For this pur- 
pose hearings have begun in the Council 
Chamber, City Hall, Boston. 

Before undertaking to consider methods 
of relief, the Board wishes to collect defi- 
nite facts, so far as possible, on the follow- 
ing points : 

The number of workers in the several 
trades at a normal period of activity as 
compared with 1893 and 1894. 

The steadiness of employment. 

The number out of employment in 1893 
and 1894, 

The question of out-of-work benefits 
given by trade unions and labor societies. 

The question of migration of workmen 
from, or to, the vicinity of Boston. 

The stability of wages since January 1, 
1893. 

And organizations for assisting members 
of labor societies to secure work, 

For purposes of convenience the hear- 
ings will be grouped as follows: The 
building trades on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day evenings, August Ist and 2d at 7; 
machinists, metal workers, engineers and 
firemen, carriage workers and teamsters, 
on Tuesday evening, August 7th ; garment 
workers, tailors, hat and cap makers, cut- 
ters, and those engaged in the boot, shoe 
and leather industries, on Wednesday, 
August 8th ; the printing and typographi- 
cal industries, and the tobacco industries, 
on Thursday, August 9th ; miscellaneous 
industries, including street laborers and 
unskilled labor, and those not classified in 
the above, on Friday evening, August 10_h, 

The Board would be glad to receive the 
names of any persons who wish to testify 
at these hearings, and will welcome the 
assistance of those who are able to give in- 
formation on the above line of questions.

Stuffed Cucumbers. 


Demperauce. 


How few people know that stuffed 
cucumbers are delicious either as a vegeta- 
ble or an entree. Try the following mode 
of preparing them: For six or eight 
persons use four cucumbers of good size. 
Pare them lightly, and after cntting oif 
the ends, cut each cucumber into two 
parts. Remove the seeds with an apple- 
corer, Puta tablespoonful of salt and a 
quart of cold water into a basin, and drop 
the pared and cored cucumbers into the 
liquid; then set away in a cool place. 
Chop enough veal—free of skin and gristle 
—to make a generous half cupful of pulp. 
Probably a quarter of a pound will be 
enough. Now put balf a gillof milk and 
one-third of a gill of stale bread—free of 
hard parts—into a small saucepan, and 
cook until a smooth paste shall be formed. 
Ten minutes cooking will probably suffice. 
Mix thoroughly with the veal this paste 
and half a teaspoonful of salt, one-eighth 
of a teaspoonful of thyme, one-fourth of a 
teaspoonful of onion juice, one teaspoonful 
of butter, and a well-beaten egg. Remove 
the cucumbers from the basin of water and 
wipe them with a soft towel. Fill them 
with the forcemeat just prepared, packing 
solidly, and being careful to have the ends 
of the cucumbers smooth. Lay the 
cucumbers in a stewpan and pour over 
them a pint and a half of boiling veal 
stock or chicken stock, Add a bay leaf, 
and if the stock were not seasoned when it 
was made, add also half a teaspoonful of 
salt and one-fifth of a teaspvonful of 
pepper. Cover and simmer for three- 
quarters of an hour, At serving time 
place the cucumbers on thin strips of 
toast, and after pouring over them a 
sauce made as directed below serve with- 
out delay. Kub together in a saucepan 
until smooth three tablespoonfuls of 
butter and a generous tablespoonful of

lf Quincy has as many incendiary fires 
in the future as it has had during the past 
few months, Deputy Adams will have his 
hands full at home and it is hoped that he| 
may be successful in bringing some of the 
numerous firebugs to justice. 


Gill Wanted in Quincy. 


Some time ago Patrick E. Gill was 
arrested in Hyde Park for breaking and 
entering, but escaped from the officers. 
It has since been learned that when Gill | 
escaped he came to Quincy and pitched | 
camp in the woods at West Quincy.

The Quarry eBay oad, 


A grade of 150 feet toa mile is what the 
new Quairy railroad has to overcome and 
to one who makes the trip up for the first 
time in the cab of a puffing locomotive, the 
sensation is a peculiar one. Starting from 
the point where the road joins the main 
line of the N. Y. N. H. & H.R. R., near 
the works of the Granite Rallway company, 
with five dump cars full of gravel, the fire- 
man commences to shovel on coal and the 
engineer to let on steam and up you go at 
first very rapid but as the upper grade is 
reached, somewhat slower. 

The road abounds in sharp curves but 
the speed is not much diminished and the 
shaking and jolting one gets is enough to 
settle the heartiest dinner a man ever ate. 
But the top is reached in less than four 
minutes and the cars are soon dumped 
and the .downward trip commenced, 
Coming down the speed is much slower,’ 
however, than in going up. 

At present the rails of the road and 
many of the spur tracks are in and the 
work now underway is the ballasting which 
is being done at the rate of 50 car loads 
per day. That part already completed is 
in first class shape and fully up to the 
standard required by a road that is todo 
the kind of business this one willdo. It 
is expected that the road will be fully com- 
pleted and ready for operation in about 
four weeks.

Taxation of Bicycles. 


‘The experiences whieh the Board of 
Assessors in several cities and towns of the 
State are having over the first taxation of 
bicycles serve to confirm the opinion of the 
Boston Assessors that the move was inad- 
visable. Assessors generally in the larger 
State report that they have 
been able to “ get hold” of hardly half the 
wheels in use, and in some places could not 
have made even that showing had it not 
been for wheelmen’s directories. These 
directories were issued before the taxation 
of wheels was thought of, and riders sent

in their names and the number of their 
wheels eagerly, in the hope that it would 
make the stealing of machines more diffi 
cult. In order to get half the wheels on 
the books, many machines have been listed 
where the owners denied possession, but 
the Assessors had proof to the contrary. 

Chairman Duancklee of the Boston board 
said that if he was asked if bicycles were 
taxable he should say yes, although, as a 
matter of fact, the board made it a rule 
never to bother with personal property 
worth less than $100. He thinks, that 
nearly, if half the wheels in 

Soston gre owned by boys and, girls under 
21 years of age, and minor's property to the 
value of $1,000 can be exempted, The 
board looks upon the whole matter much 
as it did upon the taxation of hens, All 
animals, elc., were supposed to be tax- 
able, but two years ago a lynx-eyed resident 
discovered that hens were not assessed and 
carried the matter to the State house, 

As a result, the Legislature decided that 
the number of hens assessed must be re- 
ported. ‘The Boston Assessors interpreted 
the law simply that the number of hens 
found must be returned, but the Assessors 
in other places took it literally and taxed 
each hen, In this way more than 880,000 
fowls were reported last year in Massachu- 
setts, according to Secretary Olin's statis- 
tics. Finally, however, the law was found 
to work hardship to widows and other 
women who kept a few “ biddies” for the 
egg market, and so a law was posted ex- 
empting $15 worth of hens for each family. 

It is estimated Lhat there are over 15,000 
cycles owned in Boston, but they are not 
likely to be taxed for many a year to come, 
— Boston Journal.

Boiling Meats, 

Boiling is a branch of culinary art that iz 
understood by comparatively few cooks, 
although it is generally supposed to be the 
most simple form of cookery known. It 
isa fact thatin kitchens where the cook 
understands her business actual boiling as 
applied to meats very rarely occurs, except- 
ing for a few minutes at a time, and then 
at the beginning of cooking. When these 
few minutes are over the aim of the experi- 
enced cuok is to keep meats that are to be 
boiled from boiling, and to let them sim- 
mer until done, for as surely as tie meat 
boils it will be spoiled, A good rule for 
boiling is the following: Fresh meat, fresh 
poultry, fresh fish, all alike, should be 
plunged into as much boiling water as will 
cover them. Boil quickly three or four 
minutes in the case of meat, one minute in 
the case of tish; then draw the kettle back, 
add a little cold water to reduce the heat, 
and keep it covered and let the contents 
simmer only until done. 

The quick boiling “ sets’’ the surface of 
the meat, which keeps in the flavor and 
goodness, while the inner portion is gently 
cooked until done; this is all the “* boiling” 
needed. When really boiled fresh meat is 
tough and flavorless, so that to “boil” 
meat successfully it should not be boiled at 
all. That fresh meat should invariably be 
put into boiling water, and salt meat into 
cold is another rule worth remembering. 
Salt should always be added to the water 
for fresh meats. In the case of fresh green 
vegetables quick boiling in plenty of salted 
water is necessary to preserve their color, 
and the lid should be left off the saucepan. 
Peas, asparagus, cauliflowers and new po- 
tatoes should, however, be gently boiled.— 
N. Y. Tribune. 


Firing the Thirteen Inch Gun. 


The cost of each ponnd of projectile is 
18 cents, which makes each one fired rep- 
resent $207. The powder costs 33 cents a 
pound, or $151.50 for the charge. Bags 
in which it is ineased, fuses, etc., bring 
the cost of each shot up to $400, The 
expense of each shot makes it exceedingly 
desirable that each one hits the target it is 
sent at, 

There are other remarkable features 
about this leviathan besides the projectile. 
Powder such as no one ever dreamed of 10 
years ago is used. It is technically known 
as brown prismatic and takes the latter 
term from the peculiar shape of the grain. 
Each grain is probably 2 1-2 inches high 
and 2in width and is prismatic in form, 
with a smal! hole through the centre. 
Eleven of these gains make one pound. 
Each grain would make several rounds for 
an ordinary fowling piece. The extent of 
the charge necessitates it being placed in 
four parts, each part also prismatic. These 
parts are forced in the gun, and when in 
place hug one another closely, Thin 
muslin bags hold the powder in the place.— 
Baltimore Sun.

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Death of John Quincy Adams. 


John Quincy Adams is dead, Siich was 
the announcement that came like a shock 
to the citizens of Quincy on Tuesday, for 
hardly was there a man better known or 
more highly respected than he, 

The news of Mr. Adams’ death was a 
great surprise, for few knew that he was 
il. When he was in Europe he con- 
tracted malaria and ever since his return, a 
few months ago, he has not been enjoying 
the best of health and has been gradually 
failing, although nothing serious was an- 
ticipated. 

About two weeks ago he had a slight 
shock of apoplexy, the result of weakness, 
but soon rallied and was apparently on the 
road to recovery, On Tuesday about four 
A.M. he sustained another shock, but did 
not rally and shortly after five o'clock he 
passed away. 

He was the eldest son of Charles Francis 
Adams, and was born in Boston, Septem- 
ber 22, 1833, and was graduated from 
Harvard college in 1853. 

He spent several years abroad with his 
father, who was United States Minister to 
London. Returning he settled in Quincy 
and has resided here ever since that time, 
occasionally however making a European 
trip. 

In public life Mr. Adams was well 
known. In 1867, 1868 and 1869 he was the 
Democratic candidate for Governor but | 
was defeated. He was elected to represent 
this district in the Massachusetts Legisla- | 
ture in 1870 and 1871, and in 1872 was a| 
candidate for the Vice Presidency on the 
ticket with Charles O'Connor. In 1873 he 
was a candidate for Lieutenant Governor 
and for the Legislature, and was elected to 
the latter office. He has also served twice 
since that time. 

In 1884 he was nominated for congress in 
the seventh district, but declined in favor 
of Dr. William Everett, 

In town affairs Mr. Adams has always 
taken a deep interest, and for many years 
officiated as moderator at all of the town 
meetings. He was a member of the school 
board for several years, He has aiso been 
identified with many projects for public 
improvement. 

He leaves a widow, three sons and a 
daughter. His children are Charles Francis 
Adams, 2d, a member of the present city 
government, George RK. Adams, Arthur 
Adams and Abigail Adams, 

Nothing could have been less ostentatious 
than the funeral services Thursday after- 
noon over the remains of our towns- 
man. Many citizens regretted very much 
that they were not permitted to attend and 
thus show their respect. Had the cere- 
monies been public the funera! would have 
been one of the largest ever held in the 
city, and would have included prominent 
officials of the nation, state and city, and 
others distinguished the 
educational, charitable and 
ments. 

But the burial was private, quiet and 
simple, in accordance with the wishes of 
the family. Flags however, were at half 
mast in Quincy and most of the stores and

afternoon from three to four o'clock, 

The family took a final look at the 
remains at noon, when the casket was 
closed not to be reopened. The casket 
was of broadcloth with heavy silver trim- 
mings, the inscription being on a solid 
plate.

Dr, Everett Explains. 


Readers of the PATRIoT will be interested 
in the following Washington dispatch to 
the Herald concerning the vote of the Coa- 
gressman from this city: 

Dr. Everett, the only New England 
Democrat who voted against the adoption 
of the Senate tariff bill by the House, says 
in explanation of his vote: 

“TIT could not bring myself to accept the 
Senate bill. lt seemed to me that it was 
condemned on all sides, that it was thor- 
oughly a bad bill, and that we had been 
emphatically called upon only six days be- 
fore to resist such a measure to the utter- 
most. If it had been the result of a con- 
ference report, where each house had 
yielded something, I might have been able 
to accept it, but it was not. It was simply 
dictated to us by the Senate, or rather, as 
all the evidence tends to show, by a limited 
number of senators. 

‘*T had voted for the Wilson bill with 
very great reluctance, carried away at last 
by the enthusiastic eloquence of its author. 
he Senate bill seemed worse in almost 
every respect, constructed on no principle, 
acceptable to no party, hardly to any single 
person, and forced upon us by the most 
doubtful agencies. 

‘**T entirely understand the force of the 
argument that some settlement of the tariff 
question is needed, that this is the best we 
can get, that it is an advance on the Mc- 
Kinley act, and that half a loaf is better 
But the bill is so little an 
improvement on the McKinley act that it 
cannot be accepted as a settlement by any 
tariff reformer. 

“The agitation must begin again im- 
mediately. It has begun by the supple- 
mentary bills passed in the House, and, 
really, the bread is so very musty that I re- 
ject it, however large the loaf. 

‘It has been said that if the Demo- 
cratic House had not voted to pass the 
bill, it would have proved the Democrats, 
as often charged, incapable of legislation, 
I cannot think that such a law as this is 
in accordance with any priaciples or pled- 
ges of the Democratic party, new or old. 

‘Tam sure those who voted for it be- 
lieved they were doing the bravest, as well 
as the best, thing, but I should have felt 
like a coward had I joined them. I voted 
against the bill to make all imported 
sugar free, because I believe sugar to be an 
article in all respects suited for the pur- 
pose of raising revenue, as Mr, Wilson 
himself said in his remarks on moving 
the bill, and that there are better ways of 
fighting the trust than this.”

the Southern people by a Northern man. 
At Columbia, Mr. Adams promised that he 
came at the request of the Democratic 
Committee of South Carolina, and an- 
nounced as his purpose to do what he 
might to promote a better understanding, 
a kinder feeling and ultimate harmony 
between the mass of white people in the 
South and a very large portion of the 
people of the North, and especially of his 
own state of Massachusetts. 

With characteristic boldness he intro- 
duced himself to the South Carolivians as 
“‘a grandson of one 4f the earliest oppo- 
nents of your peculiar Tnstitutions,” and as 
‘*an ardent supporter of Mr. Lincoln in fa- 
vor of the vigorous prosecution of the 
war,”’ and as ‘one who hailed with grati- 
tude the abolition of slavery."’ He then 
proceeded to sketch the political events 
which had led up to the existing state 
of affairs, and which, as he believed, in- 
volved an infraction of constitutional prin- 
ciples, first by the South and later by the 
North, 

After a terse recital of the fundamenta! 
principles underlying the war Mr. Adams 
passed to the reconstruction legislation, 
entering into minute -details and urging 
most strenuously the eheerful acceptance 
of the results of the war. 

In discussing the pending political contest 
he deprecated partisan spirit, and said: 
**Most of you doubtless regard the suc- 
cess of the Democratic party as essential to 
your release from your present situation, 
but it is my duty to remind you that men 
in your position have no right to be bigoted 
partisans.” 

Mr. Adams considered at some length 
the relations between the whites and the 
blacks, and to both gave wholesome advice, 
suggesting friendly relations with the ne-

Passing to more peaceful topics, he sum- 
moned up the memory of old associations 
between South Carolina and Massachusetts 
and invoked the obligations which common 
interests impose. He referred in prophetic 


North and South and the identity of their 
interests in future national politics. 

His conclusion was impressive, and, ac- 
cording to the newspaper reports of the 
time, evoked hearty sympathy on the part 
of his hearers, both white and colored. 

** Let us forgive and forget. With slav- 
ery, its cause, let all our feeling cease. 
Let good will and brotherly love cast out 
old bitterness, and let us all hasten the 
day when Massachusetts and South Caro 
lina may stand once more, band warmly 
grasped in hand, under the old ancestral 
roof tree aud beneath the old tlag. I have 
carefully avoided any attempt to stir your 
feelings or amuse your minds. It did not 
seem to me an occasion for eloquence if | 
had it, or humor if I felt it. 1 am deeply 
and seriously impressed with the difficul- 
ties under which you labor and the dangers 
which threaten our system of government, 
and I have spoken seriously because I feel 
serious, Whatever may come of it, I shall 
feel amply rewarded if by any chance | 
may have turned one heart to a caim, 
earnest, patient, honest effort to forward so 
far as in it lies the restoration of the Con- 
stitution and the Union,” 

The speeches at the South were widely 
noticed, and formed an important topic of 
discussion both North and South. For the 
South it was pretty strong food, and was 
criticised vigorously, but respectfully, by 
papers in Richmond, Raleigh, Montgomery 
and elsewhere throughout the Southern 
States. In the North it was of course, 
sharply criticised by the Republican jour- 
nals, though some of them generously gave 
him credit for his independence and his 
frank and manly utterances, and but few 
of the Democratic papers were able to take 
so broad and advanced a view of the situa- 
tion. 


A Distinguished Family. 


In John Quincy Adams was embodied 
the full intellectual power, the sterling in- 
dependence and the native force of char- 
acter that had distinguished his family 
for the three preceding generations. 

He did not attain the high distinction 
that some of his ancestors attained; but 
that he was capable for every position they 
filled is not open to doubt, 


but it may be questioned whether many 
reigning families in Europe have kept up 
to the Adams’ standard oj ability for four 
successive generations. it is said that 
genius is seldom transmitted, and in a 
comprebensive sense of the term the 
Adamses are not geniuses. 
shown that intellectual activity, a capacity 
for achievement and sterling common sense 
are transmissible for successive 
tions. 

Our country is young, but there have 
been other families, though none perhaps 
so conspicuous as the Adams family, that 
have transmitted abilities of a distinguished 
character through several 
The Beecher family, the Washburn family, 
the Baynard aud the Harrison fami- 
lies are instances which will readily occur. 

But the belonging to a distinguished 
family in America neither helps nor retards 
&@ man to any great extent in reaching the 
limits to which his abilities entitle bim.

The Painiess Foot, 


We are apt to fancy that if we have 
dipped our feet in warm soap and water, 
and taken them out and wiped them dry, 
sure of course that they are clean, we have 
done all that is necessary for their wel- 
fare. But, in sooth, we have then only 
begun, since there area number of other 
things that need attention if we wish our 
feet to be in a perfectly healthy condition, 
and be able to render us, without suffering 
or annoyance, all the service we may de- 
mand. Thus if the feet are clammy and 
cold, it is often the case—when we are 
certain that there is no bad circulation— 
that it is merely on account of perspiration, 
which, being too profuse, keeps the feet 
damp and cold through i's evaporation, 
To prevent this, one should give the feet a 
bath every night or morniog in hot water 
with enough ammonia in it to be percep- 
tible to the nose; and if the perspiration is 
of the kind that is offensive, then there are 
various drugs of the nature of disinfectants 
that one’s physician will prescribe, which 
put into the foot-bath are excellent cor- 
rectives of the trouble. 

But there are many people whose feet 
have precisely the opposite character; they 
are dry and hard, with horny skin and 
brittle nails. A perpetual tendency to 
corns is a quality of this foot; and it is apt 
to be then a very uncomfortable if not 
painful member of the body. This foot re- 
quires frequent and long baths in tepid 
water, and, after drying, a thorough mas- 
sage, in the latter half of which a soft 
cream—almost any of those that have the 
nearly odorless carbolic base—should be 
rubbed in firmly. This enlivens the mucles 
and gives them tone, arouses the glands, 
so that sufficient perspiration is encouraged 
to prevent the hard dryness and the inclin- 
ation to painful indurations and to break- 
ing and splitting nays the cream mean- 
while softening the whole till such time as 
it needs no artilicial epftening. If one is 
not acquainted with the principles of true 
massage, one can nevertheless make an at- 
tempt at it, and give one’s self very good 
manipulation by carefully following the 
trend of each muscle, and rubbing it gently 
by itself and jointly with its neighbors; 
and this, aside from its benefit to the feet 
themselves, is of sume use in promoting 
the general circulation and health. 

It is impossible for one to be happy 
whose feet are painful. One must not be 
made aware that one has afoot. We can 
purse and rest a hand, but the feet seem 
all the time to have something todo, An 
aching foot gives a sense of total inability; 
one dreads a new undertaking of any sort, 
even where the feet have nothing to do 
with it, so pervading is the sense of power- 
lessness. One cannot sit or stand or walk 
if the feet are not in order without suffer- 
ing, and there is no pain that shows itself 
in facial wear and tear so quickly and so 
forcibly. One cannot smile under such 
circumstances; if one essays it, the dis- 
tortion is worse than a habitual frown 
would be; it makes lines and pallidity, and 
brings with it a whole train of nervous 
troubles. If, however, one bathes, mas- 
sages and anoints the feet properly and 
frequently, and has a shoe made on a 
personal last, and not bought ready made 
to suit the idiosyncrasies of an imaginary 
foot, one 
much freedom and painlessness of move- 
ment as the unshod animal has; and that 
except in the case of birds that have the 
gout, is usually as much as any one has a 
right to demand.— Harper's Bazar.

A New Invention. 
a . 

A new hill-climbing gear for bicycles has 
been invented by a local inventor, who is 
now using the device with success for his 
own riding, and has applied for a patent 
on it, It consists of two sprocket wheels, 
one of high and one of low gear, and two 
chains, and a movable part of the axle, 
which determines which gear shall be used, 
This is worked by an ordinary brake lever 
on the handle bars, which is connected 
with the gearing by wire. It is so arranged 
that by pressing the lever hard the lower 
g-aristhrownin, A slight pressure throws 
the pedal out of gear, and the machine is 
in shape for coasting. With no pressure 
on the lever the wheel is in its normal 
condition, with the high gear, suited to 
smooth riding on the level, A cylinder and 
piston gauge regulates the amount of 
pressure necessary to make the change of 
gearing. The appliance can be put on any 
wheel,

Counterfeit Paper, 

The most remarkable feature of the dis- 
covery of an extensive counterfeiting 
‘plant ’’ on a farm in Bethel, Conn., was 
the finding of a considerable quantity of 
paper made in close imitation of that 
which is used by the government for the 
printing of its notes. The manufacture cf 
this paper is a crime in itse!f, and even 
possession of it has a penalty attached to 
it. So far as is known, this is the first per- 
fect imitation that has ever been produced, 
and, aside from tli shape of the sheet, it 
is said to be difficult to distinguish it from 
the official paper {It is made in along 
string, the width of a note, and rolled up 
ready for use. The paper used by the gov- 
ernment comes in sheets the size of two 
or four notes, The counterfeiter’s paper 
has the red and blue longitudinal silk fibre 
lines correctly placed and the short and 
broken bits of red silk scattered through 
the paper in the usual manner. This paper 
is supposed to provide the snrest protection | 
against counterfeiting; and yet this suc- 
cessful imitation was manufactured, as the 
government detectives think, on this re- 
mote Connecticut farm. — Boston 
wealth,

Quaint Chinese Customs, 


Chinese lanterns are made of paper, | 
silk, horn, crystal and many other ma- 
terials. Those made of silk are usually 
richly embroidered with figures of animals, 
birds or flowers; hose of horn are prettily 
decorated with paintings. Some of the 
most expensive lanterns are moun’ed on 
beautifully carved frames of wood and! 
ivory. 

If a Chinese leaves his home after night | 
without taking a lantern, such as is as- 
signed to the class to which he belongs he 
is liable to arrest by the police. As soon 
as it is dark every city seems ablaze with 
lanterns; they light up the homes of the 
rich and poor; they are attached to the} 
ang'es of the pagoda; they are seen at 
every port and on every river. In fact, 
they make their appearance everywhere, 
and to call China the “land of lanterns,” 
is by no means a misnomer. 

Umbrellas, too, are of much importance 
in China, because there the umbrella is a 
mark of rank. Two large red silk umbrel- 
las signal the approach of the governor- 
general of a province. A red silk umbrella 
with three rufiles on it is the kind assigned 
to the four highest ranks of mandarin. 
The nobility of lower rank are entitled to 
an umbrella of red silk, but may only have 
two ruttles, 

The two highest ranks of gentlemen 
commoners are entilled to a red state 
umbrella surmounted by a knob of tin; 
the third and fourth ranks have the knob 
of wood instead of tin, but it is always 
painted red. An umbrella of blue cloth 
with two rutil+s, and surmounted by a red 
painted wooden knob, distinguishes tifth 
rank,

Portrait of Ledy Beatrice.

The Pride of Boston, 


The new Suffolk county court house 
building on Pemberton square, is one of 
the buildings in which the people of Boston 
take great pride. Itis magnificent in its 
size and the immense structure is a 
beautiful one. It has a grand hallway 
which is one os the most beautiful of its 
kind in the country. The ceiling is di- 
vided into three panels beautifully deco- 
rated. The hallway in all its appoint- 
ments is artistic and beautiful to the eye. 

A series of 16 statues, eight ona side, 
decorate the place as nothing else could. 

Begiuning on the Pemberton square 
end of the hall and advancing toward 
Somerset street the list on the left is as 
follows: 

Legislation—An old man, presumably 
Moses, with the 10 commandments, de- 
noted by the romain nunerals on a stone 
tablet and writing on a scroll. 

Reason—A beautiful woman with the 
star of truth on her forehead and a tri- 
angle and square in her hands, demon- 
strating a geometerical problem. 

Virtue—A beautiful maiden with a 
shield. 

Religion—A woman with the coif of a 
nun, holding the Bible and a cross to her 
bosom. 

Wisdom:—An old man with flowing hair, 
deep in thought, and with the torch of 
thoaght and research in his right band. 

Reward—A medieval herald with a 
trumpet in bis right hand and the laurel 
crown of victory in bis left. He is a ar- 
ranged in the costume of the period. 

Innocence—A young girl washing her 
pure hands in a font at her rigbt.

No man thought 
of buying a vote and no one thought for a 
moment of selling his vote. It was given 
as a free treat and was accepted as such 
and nothing else. 

“*Some friend of a candidate would buy 
a barrel of cidermount a stump and tell 
the boys there was some good West cider, 
come up and ¢rink; itsa free treat, The| 
crowd would go and stay with that cider 
until there was nothing left but the bung- 
hole, all the time yelling for West 
Another person would buy a load of 
melons, mount the wagon and sing 
Boys here is a Campbell treat, come and 
eat and vote for whom you please, its a 
free dig. The way the crowd would wade 
into those melons was a caution. Eating 
and yelling hurrah for the Campbell melons. 
Some other fellow would buy a large 
hamper of pies, spread them out and yell: 
Here boys isa Frazier treat, help yourselves 
and it used to be funny to see men with a 
half a pie in their mouths, trying to hurrah 
for Frazier pie. One fellow would throw 
down half a dozen boxes of cigars and tell 
the boys that treat come from the Power 
behind the throne, to come and smoke, and 
from the smoke you would think a tar} 
kiln was burning near by, and they would | 
hurrah for the Powers smoke.

Under that act no bank has the power to| 
purchase or hold other bank stock as an in- 
vestment, and the counsels for the bank 
have taken the position that, if the bank 
has no power to hold such stock as an in- 
vestment it is not liable to an 
on such stock.”’ 

This opinion is based upon a recent deci 
sion of the United States Supreme Court, | 
and is believed to be exclusive against the | 
power of the receiver to collect 
ment.

TOBACCO BLINDNESS. 
There are several causes of imperfect 
vision and blindness, cataract and disorders 


|} of the refracting media, atrophy of the 


optic nerve and tobacco blindness. This 
peculiar blindness has been the subject of 
much controversy. Some of our best 
oculists deny the power of tobacco smoking 
alone to cause blindness, alleging that such 
instances as have come under their notice 
have not been pure cases of tobacco blind- 
ness, but excessive smoking combined with 
excess in other ways—for 
perance, dissipation, want 
due mental strain. 

Other scientists, with 
Say that there is a definite form of blind- 
ness produced by excessive tobacco smok- 
ing. But while we agree with them so far, 
yet we qualify this by saying that those 
who do fall a prey to tobacco blindness are 
those who are not physically strong, or 
who have diminished their power of re- 
sistance by excess in one direction or an- 
other. 

The subject of this complaint is usually 
a man of middle age, and he tells you he 
has sought advice on account of a rapid 
loss of sight, apparently without any reason 
in a few weeks or months. He tells the 
doctor that he has bought spectacles, but 
has found them of no use, Oa carefully 
examining him, usually find some 
derangement of the stomach, as loss of 
appetite,

Now this form of blindness is very pecu 
liar, and it effects chiefly the central 
part of vision—that part which lies at the 
yellow spot—and it also very seriously 
interferes with the proper perception of 
colors. Again, smoking is very often in- 
dulged in on an empty stomach, the first 
thing in the morning or very late at night. 

Our readers will want to know what 
amount of tobacco is likely to produce 
blindness. ‘To this question very 
definite reply can be given, for every case 
differs from another; but it is usually met 
with in those who use from four ounces of 
tubacco per week, supplemented by the 
habit of chewing.

One of the boldest robberies ever com- 
mitted in Quincy transpired Wednesday 
morning in City Square at the clothing 
store of C, F. Derby inthe Adams build- 
ing. 

About 7 o'clock two men entered the 
store, which was at that hour in charge of 
a boy, and one of them made a small 
purchase for which he tendered a $10 
bill, which the boy changed. 

The other man then said he would like 
to look at some trunks and the boy took 
him to the back of the store. While there 
the first man who was at the front end of 
the store rifled the money drawer of $36 
and then walked out of the store and 
beckoned to the man with the boy, at 
which they both started for the depot. 
The boy soon discovered the loss and 
notified Chief Hayden who hastened to the 
depot where he arrived just in time to see 
the 7.32 train pull out with the men aboard. 
Chief Hayden telegraphed to Boston to 
police headquarters to detain the men on 
the arrival of the train, but word came 
back that the men got off at Neponset 
and that the officers there had been noti- 
fied to look out for them. 

The man who robbed the money drawer 
Wednesday morning did not have an 
opportunity to enjoy his ill-gotten gains, 
as he was arrested at Neponset before 
noon. 

It seems that when the two men left 
Quincy they got off at Neponset, where 
they tried the same game, without success, 
however. | 

They entered the store of J. B, Light on 
Neponset avenue, where one of the men 
asked the young lady clerk to show him 
some stockings. The tall man of the two 
asked if she had any objection to his put- 
ting them on and walked down the store to 
do so. Meanwhile, the other man walked 
about the store to the safe. The combina- 
tion was off, but as he turned the knob 
there was a click, which alarmed the lady, 
who screamed, and the men hurriedly left. 
Although parties gave chase, the men sep- 
arated and got away. 

Later Officer Hook saw a man lying

The arrested man gave the name of 
William A Stanton but refused to give his 
residence. The man was taken to police 
headquarters, where he was identified as 
John P. Sheldon a famous crook who has 
done sneak work all over the country, and 
had served time in several prisons. 

Chief Hayden of Quincy was notified of 
the arrest and Officer McKay and Derby’s 
boy went to Station 11, and the boy posi- 
tively identified Sheldon as the man who 
did the job in his store. 

Another thing that will seem to connect 
him with the Quincy break was that he had 
the shirt bought in Quincy, which was tied 
up in a paper with Derby’s name on it and 
some cigars which was purchased at Dur- 
gin’s drug store in the morning. He also 
had over $50 in money. 

Chief Hayden got out a warrant for him 
which Officer McKay took to the Dorches 
ter court Thursday morning where the) 
fellow was arraigned for the Neponset 
racket and held in $1500 for grand jury. 

Inspector Gerraughty of Boston identi- 
fied Sheldon as the man whom he had con- | 
victed in Boston for larceny on Jan. 20, 
1873, or about the time of the Boston fire. 
He served forty-eight months for that 
offence. 

Special officer Shields of the inspector's 
force identified him as a man whom he 
convicted under the name of Eagan on 
Sept. 13, 1892, on the charge of larceny, 
and for which be served 12 mouths.

Railroad Accident. 


Local passenger train No. Sil, which 
leaves Boston at 7.55 Pp. w., threw out of 
running order for over four hours the en- 
tire Plymouth division of the Old Colony 
system, Wednesday evening. 

Just before the train reached Farnace 
brook bridge at Wollaston, one of the 
journals on the rear wheel of the rear truck 
to the engine's tender broke, throwing the 
forward wheels of that truck off the 
track. The engineer closed his throttle 
and applied the air brakes instantly, bring 
ing the train to a stop within a hundred 
feet of the bridge. If the engine had 
reached the bridge there might have been 
a serious disaster.

All through 
trains were run over the Granite branch. 

The outward locals were run from 
Atlantic to Quincy on the inward track. 
The 9.10 train out was one hour late and 
the other trains were delayed about the 
same time, The inward train which leaves 
Wollaston at 9.17 was delayed until 9.35 
and 80 On. 

At 10.40 the wrecker and a crew under 
the charge of Master Mechanic Willis ar- 
rived and began operations. 

Chief Train Dispatcher Wright of Boston 
was also on the wrecker. He proceeded to 
the Quincy depot and from that time on 
eperated the Plymouth division from that 
station, co-operating with his assistants at 
Boston. 

The wrecking crew jacked up the tender 
removed the rear wheels from the rear 
trucks, rolled them over the banking, run 
under a new set afd the blockade was 
raised shortly after 12 o'clock Thursday 
morning.

before, as he himself would have deemed 
wise and prudent.

The Prevention of Consumption. 


The State Board of Health says: ‘‘Con- 
sumption ‘is the most destructive disease 
in New England, the number of persons 
dying annually from this cause in Massa- 
chusetts amouating to nearly six thousand. 

The diseage is infectious, and can be 
communicatgd from one person to another. 
The chief dépger exists in the expectoration 
of the sick, and if this expectoration is 
carefuily destroyed little danger need be 
feared. 

Consumptives should be instructed not to 
spit upon the floors of rooms, public halls, 
street and railway cars, and other vehicles, 
nor in the streets, but into pieces of cloth, 
or recepticles made for the purpose, con- 
taiuing water, or a saturated salution of 
carbolic acid (one part of carbolic acid crys- 
tals to about fifteen parts of water). Such 
bits of cloth should be destroyed by fire 
before the sputa becomes dry, and other 
receptables should be cleansed with scald- 
ing water, their contents having been des- 
troyed or otHerwise carefully disposed of. 
Handkerchiefs which may have been used 
from necessity should be boiled half an 
hour before washing. 

A healthy person shou'd not sleep in the 
same room with a consumptive. Remember 
that sputa must never be allowed to be- 
come dry.”’

That mealy potatoes are not good for 
warming over or for use in a salad, New 
potatoes are the best for these purposes. 

That the enamelled ware now almost 
universally used in kitchens is best and 
most thoroughly cleaned by the use of 
powdered pumice stone. 

That paint is easily cleaned by washing 
with a soft cloth op which Sapolio has been 
rubbed, using lukewarm water, then wash- 
ing with an old flannel wrung out of clean, 
cool water, and wiping with an old linen 
cloth before it has time to dry.

Wash 
only a small portion at a time, with a soft 
flannel dipped in the soda water, and dry 
it immediately with another piece ‘of flan- 
nel, rubbing until it is highly polished.

The Tuskegee Institute, Ala. 


From the thirteenth annual report of the 
principal of the Tuskegee Normal and 
Industrial Institute of Alabama, we gather 
the following facts: 

It started in 1881, without any property, 
ina small church and shanty, for the 
purpose of training colored young men and 
women. It now has property, consisting 
of land, buildings, live stock, outfit and 
apparatus, valued at $200,000 and there is 
no mortgage on any of it. The school 
owns 1810 acres of land and thirty-one 
buildings used for class work, industrial 
training and dormitory purposes. There 
are 256 head of live-stock, consisting of 
horses, mules, cows, calves, hogs, etc, 

The first enrollment consisted of thirty 
students and one teacher. The ,enroll- 
ment for the present year is 790 students, 
and 48 instructors. 

Including the present class, 166 have 
graduated and are doing excellent work as 
teachers in the class-room and as industrial 
teachers in other schools, farmers, me- 
chanics, housekeepers, etc Besides at 
least 400 undergraduates are doing ex- 
cellent work in the lines just mentioned. 
The demand for our graduates is usually 
greater than we can supply. There are no 
loafers to be found among those who have 
grated at Tuskegee, 

Since May 3lst, 1893, the close of our 
last financial year, to May 2ist, 184, the 
income of the school from all sources bas 
been $64,107. Of this amount, two-fifths 
have gone into the permanent plant and 
three-fifths into the current expenses of the 
school, $6,911.28 bas been paid in cash by 
the students toward their own expenses, 
$5,000 from the State, and the remainder 
has come from generous individuals and 

organizations. Students have done work 
to the value of $34,893.20 for this year. 

The average salary paid the teachers is 
$395.58 per year. 

A few years ago Rev. Frederick Frothing- 
ham, of Milton, Mass., who had been 
interested in this institution almost from 
its beginning, left by will $20,000 to the 
American Unitarian Association of Bos- 
ton, the income of which was to be used 
for all time to promote education among 
the colored people. The American Uni- 
tarian Association, ata meeting last Fall, 


voted unanimously to give the income 
from the Frothingham Fund to this 
institution,

tion, which are as follows: Carpentry, 


painting, architectural and n.echanical 
drawing, brick-making, brick-masonry,

Do Women Know? 


| That a most useful adjunct’ to the 
kitchen is a low chair, made by sawing off 
the legs of one of the common chairs until 
it is just right to sit on while waiting a few 
minutes for the biscuits or cake to bake. 
One can open the oven door without stoop- 
ing and examine the article cooking. 

That a pretty cover for a small table may 
be made out of cigar ribbons, It is made 
like a crazy quilt, using the ribbon for the 
patches. The ribbons are cut sothat when 
sewed together, form an irregular design. 
The idea is a pretty one, and one can have 
no conception of the effectiveness until she 
has seen one. 

That a warm foot bath, in which an 
ounce of sea salt has been dissolved, is al- 
most as restful asanap. Keep the feet in 
the water until it cools, dry with a rough 
towel, put on fresh stockings and shoes, 
and you must feel ** made over.” 

That one of the best tonics for the feet is 
alcohol. It dries them nicely after being 
out in the wet, and is an almost certain 
preventive of colds. 

That nothing cleans a sewing machine 
so easily, quickly and successfully as to go 
over it with a soft cloth wet with kerosene. 

That the sweet briar rose is one of the 
most delightful common plants with which 
to decorate sitting rooms, for ics fragrance, 
though very great is pleasant. The leaves 
also are excellent to fill pillows with. 

That for a mosquito bite, or for any 
sting of insect, there is nothing better 
than the old fashioned remedy of our 
mothers, soda mixed with vinegar until it 
foams well, 

That to clean silver it should first be 
washed so that al! grease be removed, then 
rub with a woolen cloth, wet with ammonia 
and whiting. 


Peaches in Sweet Pickle. 


Mix the following spices together: A tea- 
spoonful each of whole allspice and cinna- 
mon, and tablespoonful of minced green 
ginger, half a teaspoonful of cloves, and 
one nutmeg broken into small pieces; put 
the mixed spice into an eathern crock and 
pour on ita quart of hot vinegar, cover, 
and let it infuse three days, stirring it 
daily; allow it to settle, then strain. Pat 
into a porcelain-lined kettle or pot five 


pounds of ‘“*C’’ sugar, add the spiced 
vinegar, and boil; skim, and when no 
more scum rises, it is ready. Do not 


prepare your peaches until the pickle is 
ready. Scald five pounds of firm but ripe 
peaches; wipe them well, boil the pickle 
and pour it over the peaches; boil five 
minutes; add the peaches and put into a 
large crock with acover. Six days after- 
ward, boil up once, fillthe warm jars aud 
make them air-tight. It sometimes happens 
that the most carefully prepared pickles or 
preserves will prove a disappointment; but 
if you will keep all kinds of home-made 
relishes in a room or cellar free from 
sudden changes of temperature, you will 
experience very little trouble with them. 
Should they appear cloudy, or develop a 
fungoid growth, drain off the syrup and 
boil up once, or, open the jars and place 
them in warm water, which should be 
brought to the boiling point; al! jars not 
filled to the top should be refilled. This is 
done best by usiug the contents of one of 
the jars, which is less troublesome than 
preparing a fresh pickle. Du not put too 
many peaches in a jar, if quart jars are 
used; nine medium-sized peaches to each 
jar will be sufficient. 


Mosquitoes, 


The odor of pennyroyal is the most offen- 
sive thing to drive away mosquitoes. The 
essential oi! sold in the drug stores is 
hardly so effectual as the fresh herb itself. 
A boquet of these fragrant flowers will 
usually drive away this troublesome pest. 

The best antidote for the bite of a mos- 
quito is undoubtedly ammonia, weakened 
witb a little water or salt and water. Some 
people go so far as to press the poison out 
of the bite with some small metal instru- 
meut like the point of a watch key | efore 
applying the antidote.

The total levy of 1804 is $33,879.70 in ex- 
cess of 1893. There was an increase of 
$20,000 in maturing debt, and $15,000 in 
tax for current city expenses, The County 
tax is slightly larger, while the State tax, 
interest and overlayings are less. An in- 
crease of 487 polls helps out some. 


The Tax Rate. 

The Assessors announce a tax rate of 
$17.60 for 184. This is somewhat smaller 
than was estimated and will therefore 
cause rejoicing among the taxpayers. It is 
however, $1.80 in excess of 1803, and $1.60 
in excess of 1892. It is im fact a record 
breaker, for the tax rate of Quincy has 
never exceeded $17.50. That was 25 years 
ago in 1569, shortly after the war. In 
1867 and again in 1873 it touched at $17 
per $1,000, but in all other years has been 
below this sum. 

The average tax rate of the city is less, 
however, than the average rate of the town 
for the last six years, as is shown by the 
following summary :

In tax rate therefore, there has been a 
saving of 51f cents per $1000 each year 
by becoming a city. Perhaps there has 
been an increase in valuation, but general 
ly it was warranted, and the assessed value 
is still below the market value. 

Tax Rate in Cities. 

This is the first year that Quincy's tax 
rate has been above the average among the 
Massachusetts cities. In 1892 the rate of 
16 of the 28 was as high or higher, and last 
year 20 of the 30. A few cities have not 
yet announced their tax rates for 1894, but 
in the list below which includes 25 of the 
30, it will be seen that 4 are in excess of 
Quincy, while 3 which had a larger rate in 
1893 have not reported, The average rate 
of the 25 reported is $16.25, while the 
average of those not reported was higher 
in 1893. What think you of Brockton 
with a tax rate of $19.70, which is the

Some papers and persons are inclined to 
criticise Austin Corbin, for wiping out 
sixty farm dwellings in order to construct 
his park of twenty-five thousand acres for 
wild beasts, Yet it should be remem- 
bered that the farms were mostly moun- 
tains of little value, and their owners were 
paid a fair price.

Taking Medicine. 


Although a man would not think of 
meddling with his watch or his clock, or 
any piece of mechanism, but would intrust 
its repair only to a competent workman, 
he often meddles with his own health and 
physical constitution in the most reckless 
way. He will take medicines that are 
only of use in some entirely different cir- 
cumstances on the mere guess that his 
symptoms are the same as those for which 
the medicine was originally prepared, 
Women are particularly prone to do this. 
They fearlessly Gill up old medicine bottles, 
and use them in cases where there is not 
the slightest analogy to the case for which 
the medicine was originally prepared. 
They made the most reckless diagnosis. 
They exchange information as to what the 
doctors did for their children under what 
seemed to them similar circumstances, and 
which may be entirely different. They 
may not know the difference between a 
common cough and membraneous croup, 
but they will tackle the most dreadful 
disease with the most inappropriate 
remedy. By the time the doctor comes, 
the patient has already been experimented 
upon, and has risked death by delay or by 
the struggle with hurtful medicants. The 
dangerous feature about the self-adminis- 
tration of opiates is that the subject keeps 
on taking the drug while partially deprived 
by its use of the power of reason or the 
benefit of memory. The legitimate use 
of such agents requires great care and 
caution. They must be adapted to the 
system of the recipient and to the special 
occasion, What would be harmless to a 
person at one time would be dangerous at 
another. Itis well known that narcotic 
poisons are cumulative; that they go on 
piling up in the system like steam col 
lecting in a boiler. No harm is done until at 
last the exploding point is reached.— New 
York Sun. 


The Fallacy of * Plain Living,’’ 


Good, plain living is still spoken of by 
old fashioned, middle-class people as if it 
consisted of little more than a joint of beef 
or mutton, roasted or boiled, and as if 
cookery-books were consequently altogether 
mistakes; but better informed people know 
this is not the case. The prejudice in 
favor of a joint of meat witha simply-made 
pie or pudding and certain vegetables is, in 
fact, a fruitful source of indigestion, under 
the intluence of which life loses its epjoy- 
ment, and health suffers. 
taking anything costly or elaborate, a 
variety of admirable dishes may be placed 
upon the table.

Yet, to quote a sound 
authority, how often do we see, “partly 
upon erroneous supposition that plain roast 
or boiled is the most wholesome species of 
food, and partly to avoid the trouble of 
providing anything else, a whole family, 
however various their constitutions may be, 
seated at table before a single joint, to 
take their chances of suffering from the re- 
pletion which even a small portion may 
occasion to a delicate person, who could 
have partaken of three or four judiciously 
cooked dishes without the 
slightest inconvenience. The stomach, in 
fact, never performs its duties so effectually 
as when it acts upon food composed of 
much variety.”’ Indeed, the united testi- 
mony of high medical authority proves 
that a variety of well-dressed food is more 
easy of digestion than a meal confined to 
one sort of solid meat. As Dr. Herbert 
Mayo says, “Diet ld be varied.” 

And he adds, “‘A spoonful of soup, a 
flake of fish, a slice of cold beef, in sue- 
cession, will often provoke an appetite, and 
with it digestion, where the nicest cutlet or 
the most tempting slice of haunch of ven-

Some complain that they cannot drink 
milk without being “distressed by it.” 
The most common reason why milk is not 
well borne is due to the fact that people 
drink it too quickly. I[f a glass of it is 
swallowed hastily it enters into the stomach 
and then forms in one solid, curdled mass, 
difficult. of digestion. If, on the other 
hand, the same quantity is sipped, and 
three minutes at least are occupied in 
drinking it, then on reaching the stomach 
it is so divided, that when coagulated, as it 
must be by the gastric juice, while diges- 
tion is going on, instead of being in one 
hard, condensed mass upon the outside of 
which only the digestive fluids can act, it 
is more in the form of a sponge, and in 
and out of the entire bulk the gastric juice 
can play freely and perform its function.— 
American Analyst.

Will Quincy Dealers Get Caught? 


The Cleveland tariff law imposes a two 
cent revenue tax on every pack of playing 
cards sold, manufactured, removed, or in 
the stock of any dealer after August 1. 
As there are many variety dealers, drug- 
gists, stationers, cigar dealers, etc., who 
sell playing cards in Quincy and vicinity, 
and as the number of deputies to enforce 
the law is very limited, it is conjecturable 
how far it will be enforced, and if so who 
will be the first to be caught. 

There has been no internal revenue tax 
on playing cards for years. As a war 
tax, playing cards, along with patent med- 
icines, matches, cosmetics and bank checks, 
had to pay an internal revenue tax. Years 
ago a Republican Congress removed all 
these old war taxes. The present Congress 
has put back the tax on playing cards, and 
today it is illegal for any manufacturer or 
dealer to sell or to expose for sale a pack of 
playing cards which is not stamped with a 
two cent internal revenue stamp.

Why Spend $50,000. 


The Massachusetts law requiring that 
| publicity be given to the amounts of money 
paid to legislative agents and lobbyists is 
opening the eyes of the people to the great 
—and in many cases unreasonable—ex- 
pense incurred to secure legislation. For 
instance, it cost the great telephone mo- 
nopoly $50,000 to secure permission to in- 
crease its capital stock, while many fees 
of from $250 to $3,000 were paid by 
corporations which wanted consolidation, 
amendments of charter, increase of capital 
stock, ete. Some individuals receive as 


high as $11,000 in fees from diff. rent 
corporations. If a cause is right such 


expense ovght not to be necessary; if it 
it not right then the expense means just so 
much of a corruption fund. In either 
case the situation is serious and the 
tendency all wrong. It shows how much 
the money powers are willing to expend to 
have their own way and it is just such 
things that are causing much of the pre- 
vailing spirit of uneasiness and growth of 
socialism. 

If a telephone company honestly needs 
new capital to increase its business, why 
ought it to be necessary to pay out $50,- 
000 to receive even-handed justice ? Under 
any circumstances, this is an amount of 
money which adds to the expense of the 
| service, and which the thousand who use 
| telephones must eventually pay. 

If telephones were owned and operated 
by the guvernment, as the postoftice is, 
there would be no need of such expenses 
and large sums of money would be saved 
to the advantage of the people who would 
like to use this convenient appliance of 
modern civilization. The corporations 
themselves are furnishing sume of the 
strongest of arguments for nationalism.— 
New England Farmer. 


The Income Tax, 


It is estimated by treasury experts that 
the revenue derived from the income tax 
will be $30,000,000 a year. Other estimates 
vary from $25,000,000 to $40,000,000. Of 
this New York’s men of wealth, and others 
not termed wealthy, but who live com- 
fortably on more than $4,000 a year, will 
pay a large proportion. 

The tax to be paid by some of the lead- 
ing millionaires of that city, will in many 
instances run up in the thousands. 
William Waldorf Astor will undoubtedly 
lead the list. His income is estimated at 
$8,900,000 a year, and on this he will have 
to pay yearly tax of $178,000. Jobn D.

happy Russell Sage about $90,000. Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt with an estimated 
income of $4,048,000, will have to 


contribute a yearly tax of $80,960, while 
William K. Vanderbilt’s contribution to 
the national exchequer will be about $75,- 
000. John Jacob Astor will be let cff on 
a payment of $69,000.

The star-fish is one of the greatest pests 
with which the oyster men have to deal, 
One of these beautiful creatures will destroy 
many thousands of oysters during the 
spawuing season, It is the worst enemy 
these popular bivalves have to contend 
with. From the number which are taken 
from an oyster bed by some of the modern 
appliances for destroying them it would 
seem that they are as numerous as the 
seemingly five pointed werlds which shine 
on the top of the water on a clear summer 
night. 

They hover about the oyster bed in June, 
July and August, in schools, droves and 
myriads, or any collective noun which ex- 
presses the largest number. They eat the 
young oysters or spawn, after it is deposited 
on the old shells, which are planted every 
summer, and sometimes almost destroy the 
whole bed when left to themselves.

Household Receipts. 


DAmson Puiums. Wash, drain and 
weigh them, put them into the kettle and 
add the same amount of sugar and to six 
pounds a pint of water. Boil them gently 
an hour. 


Tomato Fics. Skin the tomatoes and 
sprinkle on a little sugar and dry on pans. 
Pack away in boxes like figs 


igs. 


Peaches. Weigh equal quantities of 
fruit and sugar, put them together and let 
stand all night. The next day boil the 
syrup and skim, then add the peaches and 
cook slowly until the fruit is tender. Re- 
move the fruit and cook the syrup fifteen 
minutes longer, A few peach kernels 
cooked in the syrup adds a pleasant flavor. 


Spricep Pracnes, Pare and slice 
peaches; to seven poun!s of fruit add four 
pounds of sugar, alternating a layer of 
fruit in a stone jar with the sugar and a 
little sprinkle of cinnamon and cloves 
until all is used. Pour over a pint of 
vinegar, set the jar in a kettle of water 
and cook tender. 


Corn Oysters. For corn oysters take 
one cupful of grated corn, six soda crackers 
rolled, four eggs beaten separately and 
pepper and salt to taste. Fry in small 
spoonfuls on a griddle, with ¢qual parts 
of lard and butter. 


AvpeLe Pickie. Make asyrup of three 
pounds of sugar to a pint of vinegar. 
When it comes toa boil drop in apples 
peeled, cored and quartered. Cook till 
they are tender, then skim out and place 
in glass jars, set in a pan of hot water. 
In the syrup when first made, drop a 
cotton bag filled with a teaspoonful each 
of cinnamon, cloves and allspice. After 
the apples are taken out boil the syrup 15 
minutes longer; fill the jars and seal while 
hot, In the same manner pickle whole 
crab apples, peaches and pears.

Postmaster Burke of the Quincy post 
office announces that the free delivery 
system will be extended October 1, and 
that two additional carriers will be put on. 

Because of the pressure for extensions of 
the free delivery, and upon application of 
Postmaster Burke, two inspectors, Messrs. 
Parham and Snow were in the city August 
13, and made a thorough inspection of the 
needs. They recommended extensions to 
Quincy Point and that West Quincy should 
be covered more thoroughly, and the de- 
partment has acted unusually prompt. 

Where the system has only extended to 
Souther’s hill in the Quincy Point ward, 
the whole district will be covered twice 
daily on and after Monday, Oct. 1. 

At present one mounted carrier has made 
all the collections and deliveries at West 
Quincy, but after October 1 it is hoped to 
cover all the district, the mounted carrier 
taking the outskirts while another takes 
the business section.

The Income Taz. 


The new United States income tax is 
to be levied on the income of the present 
year, and for that reason it is interesting 
and more or less important to know just 
what its provisions are. The law provides 
that from January 1, 1895, till January 1, 
1900, a tax of two per cent. on all incomes 
over $4,000 shall be cellected, the tax each 
year being levied upon the gains and pro- 
fits and income for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31 next preceding the time for levy- 
ing and collecting the tax. The tax is due 
and payable on or before the first day 
of July in each year, so that the tax to 
be collected next July will necessarily 
be on income for the calendar year 1894. 

Every citizen of the United States, 
whether at home or abroad, whose income 
is more than $4,000 a year, is subject tothe 
tax, and every person resident in the United 
States whose income is more than $4,000 a 
year, whether he isa citizen or not. The 
tax is levied upon all incomes exceeding 
$4,000 a year, whether derived from any 
kind of property, rents, interest, dividends, 
or salaries, or from any profession, trade, 
employment, or vocation carried on in the 
United States or elsewhere, or from any 
other source whatever. Income from 
United States bonds expressly exempted 
from federal taxation is not included, nor 
is any income from dividends of any cor- 
poration which has paid its income tax. 

Every person having an income of more 
than $8,500 during 1894 is required to 
make a sworn return of his receipts, and 
in case of his neglect or refusal to do this, 
the collector may make such an assess- 
ment as he thinks right, and add fifty per 
cent. to the amount as a penalty for non- 
compliance with the law. Those whose 
incomes are between $3,500 and $4,000 a 
year are required to make this return, 
althongh they are not taxed, Any person 
may secure exemption for one year by de- 
claring under oath that his income does 
not exceed $4,000 or that he pays an in- 
come tax in some other district. 

A tax of two per cent. is to be levied 
on the net profits of all banks, banking 
institutions, trust companies, savings in- 
stitutions, fire, marine, life, and other in- 
surance companies, railroad, canal, turn- 
pike canalnavigation, slack-water, tele- 
phone, telegraph, express, electric light, 
gas, water, street railway companies, and 
all other corporations, companies, or asso- 
ciations doing business for profit in the 
United States, no matter how created or 
organized, but not including partnerships. 
The penalty for failure to make a sworn 
statement is $1,000, and two per cent. on 
the amount of taxes due for each month of 
delinquency. 

Official salaries, including those of sen- 
ators and representatives, when above 
#4,0U0, will be taxed, the amount of the 
tax being withheld when the salaries are 
paid. Salaries due to state, county, or 
municipal officers are exempted from the 
income tax. 

Every corporation is required to make 
an annual return before the first Monday 
of March, beginning in 1895, of its gross 
profits; its expenses, exclusive of inter- 
est, annuities, and dividends; its net 
profits, without allowance for interest, 
annuities, and dividends; the amonnt 
paid for dividends, annuities, and inter- 
est; the gross amount paid in salaries of 
$4,000 each or less; and the amount paid 
in salaries of more than $4,000 each, with 
the name and addresses of the recipients 
and the amount paid toeach. Corpora- 
tion books are open to the inspection of 
revenue officers.

When 
fried brown put intoa dish. Put a piece 
of butter and some milk in the frying 
pan. When it boils, pour over the toma- 
toes. Serve very hot. 


Pears. Small sweet pears are very 
good cooked in a syrup of one-half pound 
of sugar to a pound of fruit, add a small 
teacupful of water to every pound of fruit. 
When the pears are nearly done, add some 
fine large raisins, cook until these are 
plump, and can the whole while hot. 


CucuMBER Catsup. Take three dozen 
large cucumbers, six large white onions, 
peel and chop fine. Sprinkle with three- 
quarters of a pound of salt. Drain 
through a sieve twelve hours. Then add 
one teacupful of white mustard seed, half 
a teacupful of ground pepper. Mix well, 
put into small jars and cover well with pure 
cider vinegar, close tightly. It will be 
ready for use in a week. 


Frencu Tomato Soup. One quart of 
tomatoes; three pints of boiling water; 
seasoning; one teaspoonful of carbonate 
of soda; butter, the size of an egg; one 
small onion, minced; one quart of milk. 
Put tomatoes and onion over fire with the 
hot water; strain and run through colan- 
der. Meanwhile, boil the milk, stir in soda 
and butter, and after one boil keep hot, 
Season, adding soda to tomatoes, simmer 
five minutes and then stir in the milk. 
Serve at once. 


Quince JELLY. Peel, quarter and core 
a dozen or more sour, juicy apples and put 
them with the skin and cores of the 
quinces, and place in a pan or porcelain 
kettle, filled with cold water and covered 
closely. Stew until soft and put in jelly- 
bag to drain over night; tie the top with 
a strong string and put a stick through the 
top and hang over a deep earthern dish. 
In the morning add a bowlful of white 
sugar for every bowlful of juice and boil 
fast for fifteen minutes, then pour in jelly- 
tumblers.

TYPHOID FEVER. 

We have now reached the season of the 
year when typhoid or gastric fever usually 
breaks in upon us, The months of August, 
Seplember, October and November have 
been specially noted as the likeliest time 
for the outbreak of typhoid fever. We 
can readily understand the reason of this, 
when we consider how, for months, all 
kinds of rubbish have been fementing in 
our drain pipes, which is disturbed and the 
gases forced into the surrounding houses by 
the rains which we usually have in the 
fall. Then to, it is well known that about 
half of the water sent into the mains from 
the reservoirs forces its way into the ground 
surrounding the pipes, and so becomes 
contaminated by leakage from cracked svi 
pipes, etc. 

Typhoid fever is the one most propaga‘ed 
through poisoned drinking water. As to 
the symptoms, The commencement is 
generally slow and insidious. The patient 
feels depressed and weary, more and more 
so every day. He has headache, giddiness 
and pains in the back and limbs. He loses 
appetite, he may vomit or have diarrhea; 
or if he takes an aperient under the idea 
that it will set him right again, bis bowels 
may remain relaxed. 

As the fever develops, the aspect of the 
patient is that of languor and weariness, 
The face is usually pale with a small pink 
flush on one or both cheeks, especially 
towards the end of the day. More or jess 
bleeding of the nose frequently ushers in 
this form of fever. As the case progresses, 
the diarrhea, temperature and menta! 
troubles becomes exaggerated, until a 
stage is reached when the fevers falls sud- 
denly and convalescence proceeds slowly. 

Is typhoid fever infectious? Yes, but 
not in the same manner as most of the 
other fevers are. You cannot catch this 
fever through the patient’s breath, or the 
exhalations from the body, but you may 
breath the germs from the soiled linen, etc., 
especially if it is dry and decomposing. 
The usual way of becoming infected, how- 
ever, is through poisoned water, milk or 
sewer gas. The lessons to be learned from 
the above facts are: 

1. Boil the whole of your drinking 
water and wilk—filtration is well enough 
in its way, but absolute immunity is only 
preserved by boiling the water. 

2. Have your drains and soil pipes 
examined regularly by those who are 
familiar with their construction. 

3. If any one in a house becomes in- 
fected, either remove him to the hospital 
where the best of care will be taken of 
him, or seclade the patient in a room at the 
top of the house, and forbid the approach 
of any visitor other than the nurse.

We of the school-board have been pain- 
fully conscious of the defects of the former 
building and we recognized that neither 
the long devotion of Mr. Keith, nor the 
restless energy and well directed activity of 
Mr. Lull, nor the originality of Mr. Horne, 
nor the enthusiasm and high culture of our 
present incumbent, 
make up for the lack of those material 
accessories, without which every endeavor 
may be rendered in a measure sterile. 

Words are utterly inadequate to express 
the satisfaction which we feel in the con- 
templation of this vast, commodious and 
beautiful edifice; forming so striking a 
contrast to the ill-arranged quarters here- 
tofore occupied by our pupils, and I hope 
that the old building will be retained to| 
serve for all times as a monument, both of 
the patience of the teachers, and the 
perseverance of the scholars. 

We dedicate this building today to the 
cause of education, and to the still higher 
principle of equal rights of mankind. We 
know that all are not created alike, but 
we contend that every one is entitled 
before the law to the full development of 
his mental resources, and to the full 
fruition of any intellectual culture which 
he may have given himself.

Quarry Railroad Opening. 


The opening on Saturday of the new 
Quarry railroad passed off most auspicious- 
ly, for seldom has there been a more 
notable or representative gathering than 
that which participated in the opening 
exercises. 

Everybody was pleased with the manner 
in which the directors entertained the 
guests and many were the exclamations of 
surprise from those who for the first time 
took in the magnificent view from the lofty 
points that abound near the terminus of 
the new railroad. It was grand and the 
only wonder was that its beauties had not 
been brought before the public long ago. 

The programme was carried out as pub- 
lished in Saturday's LepGer. The special 
train from Boston arrived on time and at 
1.33 o'clock the first two passenger coaches 
were being drawn up over the steep grade 
of the new road. Many of the sheds along 
the line were decorated with flags and as 
the train went whizzing by the whistles in 
the vicinity shrieked out their welcome. 

The first two cars were left on one of 
the spur tracks and the engine went down 
afler the two remaining cars which were 
boarded at West Quincy depot by the 
Quincy delegation and they were also soon 
on the way up the mountain. The whole 
train then made up and a run made to the 
terminal near Clark’s quarry. Here all 
hands left the cars and inspected the 
quarry and the beautiful scenery from this 
point, 

Photographer Bussell was on hand and 
from the opposite side of Clark’s quarry 
he succeeded in catching the crowd with 
his camera. 

After a thorough inspection of this place 
the cars were again taken and the train 
‘run back and onto the spur track leading 
to the works of the Lyons Granite Co. 

Here the train was left, and as it had 
commenced to rain a little nearly everybody 
began to crowd about the doors of the large 
new building of the Lyons Company in 
which were long rows of tables heavily 
laden with things pleasing to the inner 
man, which Caterer Cook and his corps of 
assistants were making ready for the 
| onslaught that was about to take place.

enacted within the city of Quincy, I will 
try and bring before your minds, a few of 
the objects we had in view, when we 
undertook the building of the railroad you 
have inspected today. 

The granite industry, in connection 
with which the name of Quincy has lived 
in the minds of many citizens of the 
United States for some seventy years, has 
continued up to the present time to do its 
share of cemetery work for all parts of 
the country. At one time, it also did 
considerable building work, but of late 
years, that part of the trade has gradually 
fallen behind for lack of transportation 
facilities, by rail and water, enjoyed by 
other New England quarries. 

Something had to be done to enable 
Quincy manufacturers to once again 
compete with its powerful rivals. The 
Quincy Quarry Company untook the task. 
Some few quarries and cutting sheds, 
situated on these celebrated granite hills of 
West Quincy, were obliged to team their 
stock over rough, and at some seasons of

the yearalmost impassable roads, to the 
railroad beneath. The expense of teawing 
was enormous, and the cost of the stock 
was greater to the manufacturers than the 
stock of the same dimensions could be 
purchased in other parts of New England. 

The Quincy Quarry Company was 
formed; the railroad built and it is a con- 
tinuation of the first railroad built in this 
country. Now its task is completed, and 
the manufacturers will be able once more 
to compete with the world. The company 
have already leased certain parcels of land, 
for quarry purposes, which will largely in- 
crease the income received from the tran- 
sportation of freight over the railroad.

matter. Questions of great public interest 
are too often settled by ‘‘snap”’ judgment 
and without fair and careful deliberation,
